WATER  SUPPLY 

Bacteriological  Analysis  of  the  various  sources  is  carried  out  at 
periodic  intervals,  and  reports  have  consistently  indicated  a  high 
degree  of  purity.  Chlorination  of  supplies  as  a  protective  measure 
is  carried  out  according  to  recommendations  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

Some  two  years  ago,  the  War  Department  proposed  to  consider¬ 
ably  extend  their  property  at  Yaverland,  and  in  connection  with 
such  extention  to  construct  on  land  abutting  the  Cliff,  a  sewage 
disposal  plant  with  filters  and  sea  outfall. 

This  disposal  plant  would  have  been  situated  on  a  very  popular 
walk  to  the  Culver  Cliff  and  would  have  been  detrimental  to  the 
amenities  enjoyed.  An  arrangement  was  subsequently  made  with 
the  Department  whereby  the  Council  undertook  to  extend  the 
sewerage  arrangements  at  Yaverland,  the  Department  contribut¬ 
ing  a  sum  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  extensions.  The  Department 
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further  agreed  to  abolish  the  discharge  of  sewage  to  sea  from 
existing  buildings  through  their  own  outfall  and  connect  same  to 
the  new  sewer.  During  the  year  the  sewage  pumping  plant  at 
Yaverland  has  been  duplicated  and  4,000  lineal  feet  of  nine  inch 
gravitation  sewer  constructed.  The  cost  of  the  'extensions  of  the 
sewerage  system  did  not  exceed  the  cost  of  the  proposed  disposal 
plant,  thus  the  Department  were  relieved  of  all  maintenance  cost 
and  the  Council’s  wishes  were  fully  met.  The  line  of  the  new  sewer 
offers  facilities  for  drainage  of  buildings  which  may  be  erected  in 
the  future.
